Russia Gets Too Much Lenin 
In Two Years of Centennial 


Cairo Jets 
Raid Israeli 
Posts in Sinai

MOSCOW. April 23 (NYT>.— 

Lenonid I. Breshnev ended his 
three-fcouj- speech on Lenin th? 
other day with the slogan "Lenin 
Ifred, Lenin lives, and Lenin will 
live." One Russian, reflecting a 
general mood here, 3dded later, 
"But at least he has only one 100th 
birthday. 1 * 


It is fashionable In Moscow 
now to ridicule the massive T^niq 
campaign, to point to rows of un- 
sold Lenin books, the banal Lenin 
posters that hung from every street 
corner, the dull, lifeless oratory, 
and the insensitivity to Lenin as 
a person that characterized, the 
drive. 

Some* Russians have said that 
the campaign — which ended with 
Lenin's birthday yesterday — had 
some redeeming qualities. A few 
Interesting new books on Lenin 
were Issued, some fascinating 
newsreel clips were liberated from 
archives, and more than a few 
interesting debates were held in 
private on what Lenin would have 
thought about contemporary Soviet 
society. 

The main fault with the Lenin 
campaign, most people seem to 
s-Efreo. was its being infected with 
the traditional Soviet syndrome of 
"overkill.” The efforts at quality 
were overshadowed by the gross 
and silly. 


Lenin Wouldn’t like It 

Whatever Lenin's real qualities. 
Russians tend to regard him now 
as a decent, modest man, who dis- 
liked sham, pomposity and exces- 
sive adulation. He is compared 
favorably with Stalin and Khrush- 
chev. His official "short” biography 
i there is no full-length one pub- 
lished’. which has been read by 
millions, states that Lenin was 
opposed to his comrades making 
a major celebration out of his 
fiftieth birthday. Many intellectuals 
have charged that the campaign 
violated Lenin's own wishes and 
was “un-Leninist" in its execu- 
■fclon. 

The campaign generated some 
curiosity when it began in late 1968 
and early 1969, but in the last 
few months, interest had seriously 
waned. Ordinary people displayed 
their apathy by simply boycotting 
mart of the torrent of books, films, 
and lectures that the party 
propagandists turned out. 

Even the official press had been 
compelled to criticize the over- 
enthusiasm of party activists. Why 
should a routine dance contest be 
called a contest In honor of Lenin?

But the Lenin campaign came 
Into trouble when Communist party 
leader Brezhnev last December de- 
cided to launch his campaign ex- 
posing the country's economic ills 
and demanding criticism and self- 
criticism from everyone. The party 
propagandists who had been ex- 
tolling the virtues of the Soviet 
system were forced to change gears 
and begin tearing every facet of 
the economy Into shreads. 

It now seems as if the self-erlt- 
tcism campaign also got out of 
hand. Soviet sources report that 
at Lenin meetings, people began to 
heckia If Lenin's teachings were 
being followed by the country's 
leadership, why are there no fresh 
vegetables or good cuts of meat 
available? 

Mr. Brezhnev, If his latest 
speeches are read correctly, has 
tried to tone down the criticism 
and reconcile his frankness with 
Lenin's desire to have problems 
fully aired. 

Some intellectuals have found 
something positive in the campaign 
that many foreigners might norm- 
ally not find. They say that the 
campaign did not become as con- 
servative or repressive as they had 
first feared. And this is a plus 
these days. 

Conservative Guidelines 
The drive began with a very con- 
servative set of guidelines calling 
for strict ideological purity. They 
were issued on Aug. 10. 1968. only 
two weeks before Soviet forces led 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia. The 
fact that the Dubcek liberalism was 
crushed apparently led to an easing 
of concern here about the state of 
liberalism in the Soviet Union. 

Several plays and movies have 
not been produced or released "be- 
cause of Lenin," but several others 
have made it, even though their 
ideological content must be ques- 
tionable to many devout hard- 
liners. 

The recent shifts in personnel of 
some of the propaganda agencies 
may indicate that the leadership 
was dissatisfied with the way the 
campaign was carried out. 

There has been grumbling with 
the excessive amount of time spent 
on the campaign. One veteran 
party member said It would have 
generated more public interest if it 
had lasted only about two months 
and not two years. 


2 Civilians Killed

CAIRO, April 23 (NYX). — 

Egyptian fighter- bombers carried

The attackers, numbering about 
20. were said by Israeli military 
officials tonight to be Syrian sol- 
diers. 

They fired at point-blank range 
with submachine guns, a witness 
said, and might have killed all 
11 occupants of two cars if one 
of them, a hitchhiking soldier, had 
not fired back. His fire was ap- 
parently effective enough to break 
up the attack. 

The attack occurred near Nahol 
Geshur. on the least traveled of 
three main roads in the occupied 
Golan Heights. 

It seemed likely that Israeli au- 
thorities may seek to respond to 
the Incident, perhaps with exten- 
sive military action. 

It was the second terrorist at- 
tack against tourists In as many 
days.

Cambodian Troops Recapture

PHNOM PENH April 23 (WPi 
Indonesia has agreed in principle 
to provide the Cambodian Army 
with military assistance, high offi- 
cial sources said here last night. 

The sources, close to Premier 
Lon Nol, said bilateral negotiations 
were continuing here "in a frater- 
nal atmosphere” and that Indo- 
nesian aid would reach Cambodia 
"soon." 

The officials declined to specify 
what military aid Indonesia would 
be sending or when it would ar- 
rive “because our enemies would 
very much lfke to know that, too.” 
However, it is believed here that 
Indonesia will initially provide the 
Cambodian Army with ammuni- 
tion, communications equipment, 
bombs and spare parts. The two 
nations, both long-time recipients 
of Soviet and Chinese Communist 
military aid until their govern- 
ments shifted to the right, have 
compatible weapon stocks. 

The agreement to provide Indo- 
nesian arms to Cambodia accom- 
panied diplomatic moves In Dja- 
karta by the Indonesian govern- 
ment to win regional support for 
an International conference on 
Cambodia. The Indonesians, ac- 
cording to well-informed sources 
here, have contacted Southeast 
Asian nations, as well as Japan, 
Australia and New Zealand, in an 
effort to rally international sup- 
port for the new Phnom Penh re- 
gime in the fast-growing war with 
the Communists. 

Shortage Acute 

The Indonesian agreement was 
the first apparent success in the 
Intense campaign being waged 
here, in the face of an Increasingly 
acute arms shortage, for outside 
help in stemming the North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong military of- 
fensive. Foreign Minister Yem 
Sambaur has been pressing the 
heads of foreign missions here, in- 
cluding the American Embassy, tar 
a response to Premier Lon Nol's- 
request lost week for military aid 
from the outside world. 

Observers here see the Indone- 
sian efforts to aid Cambodia as 
an effort to create a regional 
climate of support that would per- 
mit large-scale American aid here.

U.S. Weekly Toll 
Down in Vietnam 


SAIGON, April 23 fUPD. — 
American combat casualties 
decreased last week, but South 
Vietnamese losses increased 
sharply to their second highest 
level of the year, allied- mili- 
tary spokesmen said today. 

In the weekly, casualty re- 
port. the U5. military com- 
mand said 101 American troops 
were killed and 698 wounded 
during the week ended lort 
Saturday. The figures com- 
pared with 141 dead and 457 
wounded the - previous week. 
Last week's figures raised to 
41.516 the toll of Americans 
killed in the war. Another 
273,436 Americans have bean 
wounded. 

South Vietnamese spokesmen 
reported 740 government sol- 
diers killed and '1.750 wounded 
last week, compared with 542 
dead and 1,339 wounded the 
previous week.

It depends, in 
part, on the necessity of maintain- 
ing required military force levels 
to meet our commitments in Viet- 
nam and elsewhere. 

"It also depends on the degree 
to which the combination of mili- 
tary pay increases and enhanced 
benefits will attract and hold 
enough volunteers to maintain the 
forces we need, the attitude of 
young people toward military serv- 
ice and the availability of Jobs 
in the labor market ” 

The pay increases proposed by 
the President will, -if enacted, 
provide some of the answers to 
questions about the feasibility of a 
volunteer farce. 

As a starter, the President wants 
a 20 percent pay increase next 
Jan. 1 lor enlisted men with two 
years' service. The starting pay 
for these men is now only $1,500 
a year, "less t han h a lf of the 
minimum wage in the private 
sector," according to Mr. Nixon. 
This, would raise the starting pay 
of an enlisted man from $124.50 to 
$149.40 per month. 

He wants another $2 billion pay 
increase, mainly for men In the 
lower ranks, beginning in July, 
1971, "to help attract and retain 
the personnel we need for our 
armed forces.”

BOGOTA, April 23 (OTD .—Gov- 
ernment candidate Misael Pastrana 
Borrero was elected president of 
Colombia by a 64,612-vote margin 
over his nearest challenger, ex- 
dictator Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, 
sources said today. 

Sources at the National Regis- 
tration Board gave final official 
results from Sunday's election as: 
Mr. Pastrana Borrero 1,610,641; Mr. 
Rejas Pinilla, 1,548,029. 

Board officials said the totals 
were based on final results from 
930 municipalities throughout 
Colombia, and absentee ballots, cast 
abroad. 


Term Begins in August 

Mr. Pastrana Borrero will succeed 
incumbent President Carlos LI eras 
Restrepo whose term of office ends 
in August. Mr. Pastrana Borrero 
will govern the country in the 1970- 
74 period. 

The government appeared In 
complete control of the situation 
throughout the country today. Au- 
thorities reported calm In all major 
cities. It eased tight security mea- 
sures that have prevailed in Bo- 
gota. 

The government meanwhile 
brushed aside Mr. Rojas Pinllla's 
threat to start a revolution If he 
was not officially declared the next 
president.

BONN. April 23 (NYT 1 - — Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt has written 
personally to the Polish Communist 
leader. Wladyslaw Gomulka, to un- 
derline the West German govern- 
ment's earnestness in seeking nor- 
mal relations with Poland, it was 
disclosed today. 

Mr. Brandt’s letter wa6 delivered 
by State Secretary Georg Ferdinand 
Duckwitz, who started a crucial 
round of talks with the Polish 
government yesterday on opening 
official ties. Presumably the let- 
ter reached Mr. Gomulka today on 
his return from the Lenin centena- 
ry celebrations In Moscow. 

A government source said Mr. 
Brandt had expressed his convic- 
tion that *ne win reach an agree- 
ment” to Mr. Gomulka, despite all 
difficulties. 

[West German and Polish legal 
experts today held two hours of 
discussions In the Warsaw Foreign 
Ministry, apparently on the sub- 
ject of consular rights, United 
Press International reported.

(UPF .—About 20 supporters of a 
former French priest -who calls 
hims elf Pope Clement XV today 
protested the visit tomorrow of 
Pope Paul VI to Sardinia. They 
said that the visit was an insult 
to the homeless and hungry. 

Tens of thousands of islanders, 
many dressed in goat skins and 
wallring barefoot, continued to pour 
into Cagliari for the papal visit, 
the first ever made voluntarily by 
a pope to Sardinia. 

Followers of Clement XV, or 
Michel Colin, who was expelled 
from Italy last year as an “un- 
desirable.” passed out leaflets at- 
tacking Pcpe Paul's visit. They 
said that he lived among treasures 
at the Vatican while thousands of 
Sardinians went hungry and home- 
less. 

There were no Incidents. Many 
persons awaiting the papal visit 
ignored the demonstrators. They 
also ignored four self-described 
anarchists staging a hunger strike 
to protest the pope's visit. 
Handbills Distributed 
Supporters of Mr. Colin, who 
calls himself “the pope of Fatima" 
and describes Pope Paul as “the 
last anti-Christ,” distributed leaf- 
lets attacking the pope last year 
In Home, Milan and at the papal 
summer residence of Castelgan- 
dolfo. 

Mr. Colin proclaimed that tire 
world would end last Feb. 20. 
Police escorted him to the French- 
rtalian border on Feb. 11. 

Meanwhile, the streets and build- 
ings of Cagliari were cleaned, 
painted and decorated with the 
flags of Italy, Sardinia and the 
Vatican as officials rushed to get 
ready for the papal visit. 

His visit is for the announced 
purpose of honoring a statue of 
the Virgin Mary which washed 
ashore 600 years ago near the fish- 
ing village of Bonaria and became 
the most venerated religious object 
on the island.

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Would Change Constitution 

Senate Panel Recommends 
Eliminating Electoral College 


WASHINGTON. April 23 OJFI). 
— The Senate Judiciary Committee 
recommended today amending the 
Constitution to change America's 
180-year-old system of electing its 
President. 

Breaking an 11-month deadlock, 
the committee approved n-to-6 an 
amendment sponsored by Sen. 
Birch Bayh. D„ Ind- to eliminate 
the Electoral College and provide 
for the direct, popular election of 
the President on a one-man-one- 
vote basis. 

The House of Representatives has 
already approved a similar amend- 
ment. 

Although the Bayh amendment 
got an almost 2 -to-l majority in the 
committee, it will have tougher 
sledding in the Senate itself, 
where a two-thirds majority will be 
required. If the amendment Is 
adopted by the Senate, and the 


Andorra Faces 
The Inevitable: 
Women Get Vote 

ANDORRA LA VELLA. An- 
dorra. April 23 i.AF>. — The 
world feminist movement won 
a victory today in this pocket- 
sized Pyrenees nation of 17,000. 

The men who govern An- 
dorra decreed that women now 
have the right to vote. The 
decision win practically double 
the electorate, from 1.500 to 
about 3,000 voters. 

As one official said: "It will 
bring about great changes in 
the political future of An- 
dorra." 

The decree was signed by the 
co-princes of Andorra — the 
president of France and the 
Spanish bishop of Urge!. It 
provides franchise for women 
whose families have been bora 
here for at least two genera- 
tions.

April 15 Limit 

As finally approved by the 
committee, the amendment would 
take effect one year after April 
15 following ratification. That 
meant that if 38 states voted rati- 
fication by April 15. 1071. the 1872 
presidential election would be run 
under the new system. 

Legislatures In 46 of the 50 
states meet in 1871. 

Talking with reporters brieny 
after the Judiciary Committee ac- 
tion, Sen. Bayh said: 

"The vote means a strong ma- 
jority of the Judiciary Committee 
believes we need to reform the 
presidential election system." 

Sen. James O. Eastland. D„ 
Miss., chairman of the committee, 
took a somewhat different view. 
He noted that the co mmi ttee was 
almost evenly split during votes 
on other election reform proposals 
before the vote on the Bayh 
amendment.

WASHINGTON. April 23.— Little 
progress was reported today in 
labor disputes across the nation 
and President Nixon's postal re- 
form bill ran into serious snags in 
the Senate.

Judge 
Hart ruled that the . Army’s col- 
lection of facts on public .activities 
of dissenters is akin to the collec- 
tion of facts by. newspapers. "Are 
they doing . anything, newspapers 
are not doing” the judge asked.

Frank Askin, a law 1 professor 
arguing for the ACLU. replied: 
“Newspapers are transitory,- Im- 
permanent things... -ten '-years 
from now no one wants to fedi that 
the Army is keeping- track of him 
with a check after his name.”

Barth. Pay Is over and the country's most 
elegant pedestrian mall — Fifth Avenue— is 
again Just another noisy, congested, exhaust- 
poisoned traffic artery, like all the other 
streets In this noisy, congested, exhaust- 
poisoned pollution capital ol the world. 

Was It all Just a passing fancy— the 
speeches, the clean-ups, the teach-ins, the 
public promises and private vows to respect 
and restore the depleted environment in 
cities, towns and hamlets across an America 
that is not so beautiful as our forefathers 
found it? 

Is the sudden concern for the environment 
merely another “nice, good middle-class 
Issue," as one organizer put it, conveniently 
timed to divert the nation’s attention from 
such pressing problems as the spreading war 
in and Intractable social injustice 

at homfc? 

We think not. 

Conservation Is a cause that has been es- 
poused by some thoughtful Americans at 
least since the days of There an, a cause 
whose time has come because life is r unnin g 
out. Man must stop pollution and conserve 
his resources, not merely to enhance exist- 
ence but to save the race from intolerable 
deterioration and possible extinction. 


If Earth Day has diverted the energy of 
Americans from other causes it Is because 
many have finally perceived tnat the prob- 
lems of the environment also have an urgent 
claim on national attention. It is not an ex- 
clusive claim; rather, It is bound up with 
every other concern of committed citizens. 

If anything Is clear after Wednesday's 
teach-in It Is that restoring purity to the 
national air and water and rebuilding the 
cities Is going to require enormous expendi- 
tures, great changes In every aspect of Amer- 
ican life. This reality adds urgency to Pres- 
ident Nixon’s promise to reduce foreign 
commitments, especially the costly war. In 
Vietnam. 

It is also self-evident that pollution does 
not discriminate. The environment encom- 
passes all Americans, for better or for worse 
—white and black, rich and poor, right and 
left. Unless all exn live and work together 
for a better environment, all may suffocate 
together. As the new conservationist mag- 
azine Barth Times observes: 

“Suddenly 'ecology* is on everybody’s lips. 
Concern with ecology Is fashionable nowa- 
days. But If the fad dies, we die with It”

The Lesson of Laos 


At one point last fall In the Symington 
subcommittee's hearings on Laos, Sen. Ful- 
bright said, almost plaintively, “I have never 
seen a country [the United States] engage 
in so many devious undertakings as this.” 
The a dminis tration-censored transcript of 
the hearings published the other day fully 
bears out his lament. Until President Nixon, 
under the Symington spur, last month re- 
vealed selected aspects of the American 
presence in Laos, the American people knew 
only Journalistic bits and propaganda pieces 
of a role that cost them a couple of hundred 
lives and some billions of dollars over the 
last six years. Despite the (deletions), which 
at times make the transcript read like a 
drunk with hiccups, the Symington hearings 
fill in important parts of the record. They 
contribute substantially to the public’s 
knowledge both of the military in Laos and 
the bureaucracy in Washington. 

The rationale of successive a dminis trations 
for deceiving Americans about their govern- 
ment's violations of the 1962 Geneva agree- 
ments which neutralized Laos was put by 
William H. Sullivan. A deputy assistant sec- 
retary of state. Mr. Sullivan helped write the 
1962 agreements and then served as ambas- 
sador to Laos. He said that North Vietnam 
violated the 1962 accord from the start, in 
“proportionate response” the United States 
followed suit. To have admitted its violations 
while the Communists denied theirs w ould 
have put the Russians, who for their own 
reasons favored the continued neutrality of 
Laos, on the spot. A “senior Soviet official** 
said that Moscow could wink at unoffi- 
cial reports of American violations but would 
have to take cognizance of official admis- 


sions. In that event, the Geneva agreements 
would have been demolished. Laos would 
have been “polarized.” The Laotian govern- 
ment might then have invoked American aid 
under 8EATO (sic) and thereby generated 
-a greater obligation and a greater immer- 
sion of American presence and pressure to 
go Into Laos.” 

We note with some Incredulity that the 
senators interrogating Mr. Sullivan did not 
see fit to challenge the substance of the 
policy he was elaborating, as complicated 
and contorted as it is. They did. however, 
challenge the secrecy in which that policy 
was fashioned and implemented. Sen. Sym- 
ington tellingly noted the irony of an open 
society running a closed policy. Subcommit- 
tee counsel Roland Paul went a step further 
and asked if “the benefit to be gained by not 
acknowledging our presence in this area is, 
perhaps, outweighed by the credibility gap 
that is generated from the fact that our 
operations are so large and they are so widely 
reported by unofficial sources, which the ad- 
ministration either denies or evades?” 

Precisely here. In our view, lies the heart 
of the Laotian matter: Policy was woven out 
of strictly diplomatic considerations. Since 
the Congress and the people were not in- 
formed. they could not raise the questions 
and doubts that might well have exercised 
a restraining influence on single-minded 


policymakers. At the least, the exposure of 
American policy might have gained for It a 
more substantial measure of public support. 
It is a pity that Sen. Symington did not start 
probing the Laotian scene years earlier, when 
it could have made a difference.

^ —The alphabet begins with 
A for Awakening and drops off 
with Z as in Ziwwwffra a. From 
bright start to snoozy sod, the 
newest alphabet book for chil- 
dren — 25 .words of a sort for 
the 26 letters of tradition— dif- 
fers from all other alphabets 
because Marcel Marceau, the 
French mime, acts out the 
words. - 

In about a year from now 
the "Marcel Marceau Alphabet 
Book/* will be published by 
Doubleday, but the photography 
is under way. 

Mareeau arrived L for Late 
! at the studio of photographer 
Milton H. Greene, and quickly 
put on his clown-white grease- 
paint, his wig which had. 
stretched in cleaning and his 
white and gray costume topped 
with battered top hat and arti- 
ficial flower. 

Joy and Passion 

Tn this costume he has played 
every unimaginable role, from 
lion tamer (and lion) to a 
dancing couple (in touching 
self-embrace*. .Without words, 
but with gestures and posture 
and expressive eyes and Imagi- 
nation, he b«ji communicated, 
joy and passion and scenes of 
everyday life. But never an 
alphabet. 

George Mendoza had written 
the 26-word script which will 
be the text of this volume, and 
Marceau had studied It care- 
fully. 

He stepped out onto the 
white floor, against a white 
background, and began with 


his vision of awakening. 
Stretching fri*? arms lan- 
guorously. he roused himself 
from simulated deep. It was a 
Joyous moment, and .he smiled 
as though his dream had been 
pleasant. He yawned. Bystand- 
ers— photographers and others 
—yawned as he did.

Bejart Launches School of Total Theater

TpRUSSELB, April 23.— Chris- 
D tened Mudra. the Hindu 
word for gesture, an experi- 
ment in theater training has 
just begun in Brussels under 
- the guidance of Maurice B6- 
‘ jart. 

This amb itions project, spon- 
sored by the Royal opera Com- 
pany, « toi3 at producing multi- 
technique performers with 
minds of their own. 

“No one will give any or- 
ders. Teachers, disks, props 
and the rest will be available. 
The program will be flexible so 
students can make it up aa they 
-grr along" Bejart says. 

Bijart is aiming for an inter- 
national group of students. He 
sees actors, dancers, singers and 
px t *boT'flring and ac- 
quiring g*rtiiR and technical 
know-how to a continuous cross- 
fertilization. He hopes Mundra 
will produce artists without 
frontiers and without the ri- 
gidity of tradition. 

B£jart’s Company 

It is too early to assess B6- 
J art's success with the project 
because the pitot course of one 
month has just started. But 
Bijart's own 20th Century Bal- 
let Company is the living em- 
. bodlment of all his ideas. 

Stripped of traditional trap- 
pings, the antithesis of classical 
dance exponents, the company 
is a polyglot parcel of perform- 
ers welded into a working en- 
tity by their common enthu- 
siasm for the Bdjart technique. ' 
And the Bfijarfc mystique. 

But ballet will not be by any 
means the primary activity of 
Mocks training. Bdjart insists 
that graduates must not be a 
series of Identical disciples 
stamped out to Identical molds. 


"It is not a ballet school. It 
is a research center and an all- 
round theater discipline.'*

P ARIS. April 23.— War is hell. 

but George S. Patton Jr„ a 
warrior by nature, survived the 
Inferno of both World Wars 
and asked for more. The most 
picturesque American general of 
the 1839-45 conflict— and one in 
the great line of Washington 
and Grant— is now a legend. 
He is also the subject of a mo- 
tion picture that has Just ar- 
rived in Paris and may be seen 
In English with Patton's pithy, 
violent rhetoric preserved Intact 
at the Paramount-Elystes. 

The story of Patton's life has 
been recounted fully by Ladislas 
Farago to an exemplary biogra- 
phy, but the riddle of the man 
remains. As complex as a 
Dostoevski character, he pos- 
sessed strategic genius and a 
genius for infuriating his supe- 
riors. A dedicated militarist to 
theory, he frequently disobeyed 
orders and issued! embarrassing 
public statements. Unwittingly, 
he was a rebel against the code. 
Like many famous soldiers, 
though brutally realistic in bat- 
tle, he was a romantic mystic 
at heart. A fear of fear seems 
to have haunted him and oc- 
casionally flared up alarmingly, 
as when he struck a cannon-shy 
GI, a blow dscribed as “the slap 
heard around the world." 

The moving-picture saga re- 
trains ITom any attempt to un- 
ravel the complicated psychol- 
ogy of the late general, to. the 
magnificent performance given 
by George C. Scott, Patton ap- 
pears to strut before us again. 
His eccentric behavior. Ills wry 
humor, his fits of wild rage, 
his hysterical fervor, his prima 
donna vanity, his intelligence 
and his resolute bravery are 
convincingly conveyed in a por- 
trait that is sympathetic to tho 
point of glorification. 

War Exploits 

The film is devoted entirely 
to the general's exploits during 
World Wax H. His early career, 
a very interesting one, is only 
sketched to reports that the 
Nazis receive about him. The 
film begins with Patton routing 
Rommel's tank corps to the 
African desert in 1943. This is 
followed by his wily conquest 
of Sicily, a victory that had 
been reserved for Montgomery 
by the Allied high command. 
This breach of etiquette caused 
Patton’s temporary fall from 
favor, but he was reappointed 
to lead the Third Army’s trium- 
phant drive into Germany 
which brought the war to Eu- 
rope to a sudden conclusion. 

Franklin Shaffner. the 
director, has restaged the 
various campaigns to bright 
color on the wide screen. But 
despite the epic scale of the 
film, it is the Patton of Scott 
that dominates. The perform- 
ance has a heroic stature that 
dwarfs even such a full-scaled 
production. It is supplemented 
admirably by Karl M alden’s 
taking of Gem Omar Bradley. 

The script, simple and direct, 
drawing now and then on Pat- 
ton's addresses, is skillfully 
composed. "Patton,” which 
might have emerged as a sort 
of Sousa march, attains fine 
distinction against the spec- 
tacular background of war’s 
havoc by the extraordinary 
quality of its writing, acting and 
production.

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South opened lour spades on 
the riing r^'ni e H deal, am appro- 
priate gambit at favorable vul- 
nerability. Since a pre-emptive 
bidder hardly ever has two aces, 
North's venture into Blackwood 
was distinctly optimistic, and a 
surprise to East. 

Booth jumped to six spades, 
hoping his void would prove 
useful, and East could not 
resist the temptation to double. 

"The double was technically 
a lead-directing one, asking 
for an unusual lead. A club 
lead would have given the de- 
fenders two tricks immediately, 
but West had no way to know 
what lead his partner wanted. 
He picked the heart ten as the 
safest move, and South studied 
the situation after winning 
dummy's ace. It was clear to 
him that virtually all the 
missing high- card strength was 
on his right. 

The diamond king was led 
and when* East covered, the 
ace was ruffed. South cashed 
the spade ace, led to the 
spade king, and discarded two 
<*inh* <ni dummy's diamond 
winners. The bad diamond 
division was a disappoint- 
ment: if they had been split 
four-three South would have 
been able to establish two more 
winners with one ruff and make 
an overtrick. 


As it was. South could see 
that he was in danger of de- 
feat. Playing West for the club 
ace or the heart king seemed 
a hopeless proposition hi view 
of the double, but the declarer 
found a solution. He ruffed 
a diamond to reach this posi- 
tion:

The Last Link 
With Life on 
The Mississippi

]VEW ORLEANS fNYTL— ' The stars 
were as bi-^ht as lanterns but there 
was no mooix. 

Howard Tate read the faint ripples of 
the Mississippi River with practiced con- 
centration. He nudged the steering lever 
and slipped the big boat a little closer to 
the shadows of the western bank. 

When he consented to speak, his voice 
came out in a rusty growl and poked 
around the darkness of the pilot house. 

“Mark Twain never done no piloting 
to amount to anything." he said. "He 
never stood a pilot’s watch more than six 
months in his life. 

Then he added, after a studied pause, 
“He was a good icriter."' 

The old river men who are unawed by 
the author of “Life on the Mississippi" 
are becoming scarce. Mr. Tate is 65 
and has been a river pilot 42 years. He 
is tbe son and grandson of pilots. When 
he is gone, there will not be many left 
who have lived the river, the way Mark 
Twain did for a while, and kept tbe past 
alive. 

The old boats they have known are 
going even faster than the men. Only 
one steamboat is left that ties 1970 to the 
nation's beginnings. There are three or 
four that carry passengers on daytime 
excursions a short distance from port, 
and one that sits lifeless and . without 
boilers at the dock at Vicksburg, turned 
Into a little Cheater. 

But the only steamboat left that 
actually carries overnight passengers up 
and down the great rivers is the boat 
that Howard Tate was taking down the 
moonless Mississippi that night, with 147 
passengers asleep down below and its big 
red paddlewheel turning and whooshing 
way in the back.

The Delta Queen, aged 44 and perhaps doomed. 


It is the Delta Queen, aged 44 and, 
perhaps, doomed. 

This is Its last year unless Congress 
intervenes. Because of the teak, mahog- 
any, irouwood and oak of Its super- 
structure, it is considered a fire hazard 
in the eyes of the 1966 safety-at-sea law. 

The law was passed because of. two 
disastrous ship fires in the Atlantic. By 
the Coast Guard's interpretation, the 
Delta Queen is covered by the law along 
with ocean-going vessels. 

A bill is to be introduced soon to exempt 
the Queen from the law permanently. It 
has bad two temporary exemptions. If 
the bill is not passed, the old stemwheeler 
will end its career Nov. 2 at New Orleans, 
and then become a daytime excursion 
boat, or perhaps -a floating restaurant. 

The passengers on a recent St. Louis- 
New Orl eans roundtrip, most of them 
middle-aged to elderly, thought it rldic- ' 
ulous and a little shameful that the 
Queen was being put out of business. 

“If we ever had an emergency, we 
could be on shore before we could get the 
lifeboats in the water,” said Clarke Haw- . 
ley, the first mate. “We’re never more 
than four minutes from shore anywhere 
on the river. If something should hap- 
pen, all you would have to do is hit the 
rudder and run her aground.” 

The passengers shook their heads over 
the inscrutable ways of government, then 
went back to gazing at the river banks 
and the occasional plantation house whose 
gables peeked over the levee. 

People had come from, all parts of the 
United States, and one man from Canada, 
to pay $30 to $70 a day for the privilege 
of doing almost nothing on this boat for 
ten days. 

Tbe cabins are small but comfortable. 
The food is good. The passengers 
entertain themselves with books, fortune 
telling, bingo or lying in tbe sun. 

Mr. and Mrs. Albert W. Giles, steam- 
boat huffs from Olympia. W ash spent one 
idly rapturous hour after another on the 


trip studying the engine room, .watching , 
the steam-driven pistons pushing their' 
arms out the back of the boat to pedal 
the paddlewheel like a bicycle. 

The wheel produces a hypnotic vibra- 
tion. The passengers and crew are rocked 
to. sleep each night— and not infrequently 
In the daytime— by the rhythm and 
rumble of the turning wheel. 

But the river has , changed since' Mark 
Twain's day. in spite of the steadfastness 
of the’ Howard Tates. ' 

Racial integration, for example, has 
come to the Delta Queen. Its mint juleps 
(from mint grown in -flower -boxes that 
catch the spray from the paddlewheel} are 
now drunk by occasional black passengers. 
Two black women were among, the pas- 
sengers who stopped recently lor a tour 
of the antebellum homes at . Natchez. 

They used to say that the Mississippi 
Delta began in the lobby of the Peabody 
Hotel in Memphis and ended in Catfish 
Row in Vicksburg. Catfish Row is a 
black shantytown. Urban renewal is 
getting ready to change it 

Dozens of chemical plants and oB 
refineries now rear up behind the levees 
between Baton Rouge and New Orleans. 
They provide jobs for the people and pol- 
lution for the river. 

But for all the changes, the -river, still 
robs a man of the sense of time. The 
passenger on the Delta Queen has Joined 
a different world where there are no 
newspapers, no radios, no telephones, no 
automobiles— none of the pacemakers of 
the 20th century. 

The passage from Memphis to -Helena, 
Ark, takes five and a half hours by the 
clock. But to the passenger on the Queen, 
it might be an hour or a day. He does 
not care. 

Only the moving south into spring— 
the red buds open in Vicksburg, the swal- 
lows suddenly skimming the water .above 
Natchez— keep -the river and the boat 
minimall y involved with time, and that 
largely at the river’s chosen speed.
